The Water Report. 

Tbe audit of the water department 
finance*, made In pursuance of a request 
of tbe chairman of the water committee, 
b%s been discredited by tbe cbalrmaD of 
tbe auditing committee of tbe Council, 
who baa pronounced it an Illegal docu¬ 
ment, and oo that ground recommend* 
that tbe report be rejected. By tbe 
usual vote of four to three Mr. Murray’s 
Motion to rejeet tbe report to likely to 
to voted down, bat that will not restore 
tbe report to gop4 etaodiof. Mr. Murray 
ftee effectually Killed Its credibility. 

Tbe point of Illegality reined agaloet 
tbe report by Mr. Murray to that an Im¬ 
portant olauae of section 2 of tbe water 
department ordinance was Ignored In 
tbe report. Bomebody will be blamed 
for tble omission to tble repoit. Tbe 
tendency will be to blame tbe auditor. 

Mr, Green, chairman of tbe water 
committee, made tbe positive statement 
Monday night that be gave no Instruc¬ 
tions to tbe auditor as to bow tbe report 
should be made up. Mr. Murray made 
It very clear that tte auditing depart¬ 
ment of tbe Council bad been lgoored In 
tbe matter of ordering tbe audit, and as 
a oousequenoe bad nothing to do with 
tie report. Tbe question now arises, 
where did tbe auditor get bis Instruc¬ 
tions? 

Tbe auditor probably knew ootbiDg 
about tbe existence of an ordinaqce gov¬ 
erning tbe water department. If be was 
kept In Ignorance of tbe ordinance tbe 
blame for Illegal Items In the repoit can- 
sot be charged to him. The auditor 
probably followed Instructions and tbe 
responsibility rests upon bis Instructors. 


tteetien 3 ef the Water Ordinance 

Section 2 of tbe ordinance governing 
tbe water department has suddenly 
come Into prominence, and unless It la 
totally disregarded by tbe chairman of 
tbe water committee, will effectually 
block tbe sobeme to bolster up tbe re¬ 
ceipts of tbe water department by large 
drafts from tbe town treasury. Section 
2 la as follows: 

‘•The rate for supplying water to 
prtvate consumers shall be as herein¬ 
after stated, but tbe same shall be 
subject to a change by resolution by the 
Town Council if found insufficient to pay 
the entire evpense of furnishing a supply 
of water for public and private uses, and 
to meet the demands for the payment qf 
interest on water bonds and far sinking 
fund for said bonds or if found in excess 
of such needs.”

Acting in accordance with tbe above 
provision of tbe water department ordin¬ 
ance tbe Town Council when It fixed 
the water rat-s charged private con¬ 
sumers, added together tbe ooat for 
wat 4 r, tbe tntei est on water bonds, tbe 
estimated cost of water for fire, sewer, 
school and all other public purpote , and 
*tbeq fixed a rate for private consumers 
that covered tbe aggregate amount, and 
tbp private cooeuLjer who pays $6.25 for 
a single lap Is paying for t ie water used 
for Ore, school aod sewer pnrposes, and 
tbe attempt made to force a payment 
from tbe town treasury to tbe water 
department for water used for Are, 

. sewier and school purposes Is compelling 
tbsjpeople to pay twice for such water, ii 

Onuuollmao Greeo apparently doee 
ndt attach any Importance to Sectloo 2 
of the water department ordinance. Be 
say* it Is all a matter of book-keeping. 
Hla theory of tbe matter appears to be 
that tbe water department makes the 
money and U goes Into tbe town treas¬ 
ury and tbe water department simply 
geta back Its earnings, and as Mr. 
Gfceen pots tbe case It la simply a mat¬ 
ter of passing tbe mosey from tbe right 
hand to tbe left without any change In 
material results. If (as Mr. Greer 
apparently wants to make tbe peoplq 
believe) the water department to ask I of 
so eh s profit that it Is entitled to lnrg«> 
rebates after meeting all the ordinance 
reqolr* meats, It to high time that a 
resolution was passed reducing the cost 
of water to consumers.

Political Motes. 

The Eemooratlc members of tbe Board 
of Freeholders, at a recent caucus, de- 
elded upoo tbe following officers when 
tbe new board organizes: Michael Barry 
of Orange, dlreotor of tbe board; Edwio 
W. Oraiie, oounty counsel, wlib a salary 
of $5,000 per annum; Dr. Daniel Elllotf, 
county physician, with a salary of $4 000 
per annum; Dr. P.J. MoGalnnese.oounty 
collector, with a salary of $4 000 per 
anoum. No effort haa been made as yet 
to past County Auditor Conklin, as be Is 
a veteran of tbe olvll war. If eucceee- 
ful’ln fretting clear of Mr. Oonklln wbes 
bis term of office expires. It Is said that 
Dr. CUsrles F. Kraemsr, who was de¬ 
feated for Congress by Richard Wayne 
Parkei, Republican, will be made ooanty 
auditor. Freeholder Wallace Ougbletree 
of Eart Orange to tbe present supervi¬ 
sor of roads, with a salary of $1,800 per 
year, and Freeholder John Barrett of 
South Oraoge 1s slated for this position. 
There are quite a number of other good 
positions to be filled by tbe new board, 
but tjie members of It have bee* so 
overwhelmed with, hungry applicants 
that rbey have not yet been able to ar- 
range matters. 

Tbe new Democratic Mayor of New¬ 
ark tae selected tbe members of tbe 
law department of that city. James B. 
Nugeat Is to be oily couusel.wltb a ealary 
of $6,000 per year; Francis Child, Jr., 
Is Darned as city attorney, aod Cbarlea 

M, Meyer as asalatant attorney. The 
Dumber of other positions to be filled 
amount to legion, and so numerous are 
toe uppUcanU who are anxloua to be- 
oome patriots, that |he door-bell at 
Mayor-elect Heading's house has under¬ 
gone an unusually hard strain. 

There to great opposition to the ap¬ 
pointment of Mr. Nugent as city ooun- 
•el bf prominent Democrats of Newark, 
end one of the paper# there deolaree that 
kto selection Is a disgrace totbaolty. 
Although ex-U. B. Senator Jamee Smith 
announced some time ago that be bad 
retlied from politics, It Is alleged that he 
la behind all tbe county and city appoint¬ 
ments. 

Tfie position of wsrdeuof tbe county 
pen'-tentlary at Caldwell, for which M. 

N. Biggins of tb!s town has been men- 
tloced, pays $1,800 per y^r and a borne. 

Mayor-elect HausallDg of Newark has 
been so much pestered the unterrl- 
fied offlee-seekers tbst be has left the 
olty for a week or two to escape them. 
Whether be has gone to Hoboken or not 
to Investigate tbe stein affair Is unknown. 
Tb* fact of it Is, the Democrats of New¬ 
ark and Essex county have to long been 
deprived of fattening at the public crib, 
tbi.t they are fairly tumbling over each 
other In tb*lr efforts to Secure the rich 
plums. 

Tbe Democratic delegation from Hud¬ 
son county favor Joseph A. Blordon of 
Hitrrlsou for Bpeaker of the next House 
of- Assembly, while the Essex delegation 
urge John W. Lane of East Orange for 
the position; In case of failure tbe dele¬ 
gation want Mr. Lane for leader of the 
House. 

John F. Otterbelo. tbe reoently elected 
Democratic county supervisor, prom¬ 
ises to make Important recommends- 
Linns to the Incoming Board of Free¬ 
holders, and eaye that tbe salaries of 
eome of tbe officials are too high.

T«uperaate Talk. 

The Rev. Charles E. Nash, Superin¬ 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League ,in 
this State spoke before a largely at¬ 
tended meeting of the Christian En¬ 
deavor Society in the First Baptist 
Church Wednesday night. He told* of 
the evils of intemperance and nrged his 
hearers to cast their ballots for men, who 
if elected, would give the people of each 
individual town an opportunity to vote 
on the liquor question themselves and so 
decide what they wanted. He spoke 
highly of the good work toward tem¬ 
perance reform that had been accom¬ 
plished by the passage of the bishops’ 
bill and expressed the hope ‘.that the in¬ 
coming Legislature would not repeal or 
mutilate the bill. 


Death of Harry White. 

Harry White, a well-known citizen, re¬ 
siding at No. 59 Maple street, died sud¬ 
denly while on his way to business in 
New York city on Wednesday morning. 
Mr. White had been suffering from ill¬ 
ness for some time past. On Wednesday 
morning lie started for the Walnut street 
station on the Erie Railroad. He was 
seized with illness on the way. John 
Jaeger assisted him home, and later on 
he made a second attempt to go to New 
York, as he had some pressing business 
matters to attend to. He became very 
sick on tbe train and called on Gilbert 
Smith for assistance, and at North New¬ 
ark he was taken from the train and died 
in the station. The County Physician 
was notified and after an examination 
permission was given to take the body 
home. Word was sent here of Mr. 
White’s death and Dr. Saile broke the 
sad nes to Mrs. White. 

Mr. White was upwards of fifty years 
of age. He was born in England,coming 
to this country when a young man, and 
had resided in Bloomfield many years. 
He was a Republican in politics and an 
active member of the Second Ward Re¬ 
publican Club. InJ January of this year 
he was appointed a member of the Board 
of Health. Mr. White was'a member of 
the Board of Trade and chairman of 
tbe Fourth of July Celebration Commit- 1 
tee and commanded a division in the 
parade known as ‘The Spirit of ’76." 
Mr. White was connected with the Met¬ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company and 
his business was in the nature of detec¬ 
tive work exposing fradulent insurance. 
Mr. White was a member of the Ma¬ 
sonic fraternity and belonged to Appollo 
Lodge, Troy, N. Y. ; Mecca Temple and 
Damascus Commandery, Newark. 

The funeral service will take place at 3 
o’clock this afternoon at the Maple 
street residence, and Bloomfield Lodge, 
No. 40, F. and A. M., will have charge 
of the funeral. 

A widow and two children survive Mr. 
White. The latter Ellsworth White and 
Clara White. 

Town Council. 

At tbe Town Council meeting Monday 
nlgbt bids forjtbe extetsioo of water 
tualue were read from James T. Boylan 
of Belleville, tbe Harrison Construction 
Company of Newark, George P, Olcott of 
Erst Orange and Paequale Cestone of 
Montclair. 

Oouucllman Green made a protest 
against receiving a bid from Paequsle 
Oeetono because Mr. Oestooe bad re¬ 
fused to sign tbe contract awarded to 
blm on tbe previous bids obtained for 
water department work. 

Tbe Town Attorney ruled that tbe bid 
must be received. 

Mr. Green said that ble term of office 
as a Councilman wae nearly ended, but 
be would attend Oounoll meetings as a 
joltlzen and tax payer and protest agaloet 
tbe awarding of a contract to Oeetone. 

Superintendent Charles W. Powers of 
tbe water depaitment sent a communi¬ 
cation to tbe Council asking for an In¬ 
crease of salary. Town Attorney Half¬ 
penny stated that tbe Increase could not 
be made while an offiolal was In office, 
and that If tbe Counoll wished to raise 
tbe salary of Mr. Powers or any other 
official It would be necessary for that 
official to resign aod then to amend tbe 
ordinance before bis sucoeseor could be 
appointed. 

“Mr. Powers could then be appointed, 
If tbe Council saw fit, at an Increased 
salary,’’ said Mr. Halfpenoy. 

Tbe matter was laid over until next 
week.
